Implements of Warfare,

In the construction of impliments of
war the Unlted States leads the world.
When the Monitor was let loose agalnst
the Merrimne In the early stage of'the war
Europeans were astonlshed at the result,
The performance of the *‘little cheeae-
box,” as the Monitor was derislvelycalled
revolutionized the naval warfare of marl-
timenations, Within the past few weeks the
journals have been filled with accounts of
the deatructive qualitics of the dynsmite
shells invented by Mr. Shyder, of New
Jersey. Experiments were recently made
with these shells at Washington in pres-
ence of the Diplomatic corps, and all were
astonished at the results. The conclusion
reached was that no armed vessel or for-
tification could withstand thelr assault.
They can be fired from any ordlnary gun,
muzzle or breach-loader, and [with light
charges of powder. Following upon the
heels of this revoluticnizing discovery,
comes an ascount ofiaatesl cannon, which
is llkely to dlsplace ordinary’ guns. It
conslsts of three seamless steel tubes a
half an inch In thickners, drawn over
each other by hydraulic pressure, thus
making the tube one and a half inches
thick through its entira length. The first
tube Las s bore of six inches. When cold,
the sacond tube s put on when warm,
and the same process is repeated with the
third, Ic ls said that this tube will
stand a water pressura of seventy-five
thousand poonds to the square Inch. It
is olalmed that a gun of this character,
withont any strepgthening at the broech,
as is usual with ordioary gunos, will throw
s eolid shot weighing one hundred
pounds. The sieel used In its manufac-
tare 18 of the soft varlety, but changes
ita character in the prooess of manufac-
ture, becoming perfectly tempered.
